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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . These comments are made in addition to the remarks in Applicant's specification 
and arguments, concerning the manner in which the invention distinguishes from the art 
discussed therein. The Examiner notes that the prior art does not disclose or suggest 
the claimed combination including particularly a coin separating and sorting assembly 
having a ring-shaped separating wheel with at least one aperture that receives coins, 
and a toroidal flange extending away from a plane of said separating wheel. The 
separating wheel sits on a wheel housing, wherein said wheel housing has at least one 
coin sorting aperture. The coin receiving aperture receives coins, in which the coin 
separating wheel then proceeds to move the coins towards a coin sorting aperture in 
said wheel housing. The prior art lacks this structure or anything equivalent to it.
